DARING IN CRIME. 


Frank Shercliff, Who Robbed a Diamond 
Dealer on a Train. 


FULLY IDENTIFIED BY HIS VICTIM AND 
THE CONDOCTOR. 


One of the Boldest Deeds Ever Committed 
in the West—Tracked Since November 
Last and Finally Run Down by Detec- 
tives—The Booty, $15,000, Not Yet 
Recovered. 


OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 23.—Frank Shercliff, the 
diamond robber, now under $6,000 bond, will 
be indicted by the Grand-jury and his case 
come to trial before the Circuit Court at 
Logan, Io., onthe 28th inst. At the prelim- 
inary examination yesterday he was fuliy 
identified by Mr. Pollock, whom he robbed, 
and by the conductor ofthe train on which 
The prisoner was 
again placed in jail. He has many aliases, 
and is a bold criminal. He is known to 
the police of the country as Frank Shercliff, 
alias James Burke, alias Kid Burke, alias 
Frank Wilson, alias several other names, and 
is charged with the daring robbery of W. G. 
Pol lock, a traveling salesman for the large 
diamond house of William M. Pollock & Co, 
of New York, of $15,000 worth of diamonds. 

Pollock came to Omaha from Denver Nov. 
4, 1892, and made several sales to ‘merchants 
in the formercity. While showing his wares 
in one of the stores he was asked bya by- 
stander how he. carried his diamonds, Un- 
suspectingly he replied that he carried the 
loose stones in a pocketbook in his inside vest 
pocket. He also mentioned the fact that he 
would take the afternoon trainthat day for 
Sioux City. 

He took the train, ashe had intended, and 
was guietly smoking a cigar in the smoking 
car,in which there were several other 
passengers, Suddenly a man who satin 
another part of the car put ona false beard, 
and confronting Pollock witha revolver ex- 
claimed: 

**Throw up your hands. 
monds.’’ 

Pollock threw up his hands, at the same 
time handing his money. The man fired and 
shouted, ‘‘I want your dlamonds. The 
bullet struck Pollock in the shoulder and the 
man then assaulted him with a slung-shot 
made ofa bag of loose shot. The blow was 
so hard as to stun Pollock,and the bag burst, 
scattering the shot over the floor. The rob- 
ber then fired again, wounding Pollock inthe 
arm, and, ramming his left hand down into 
Pollock’s inside pocket, grabbed the large 
pocketbook full of loose diamonds. He then 
struck his victim over the head and left him 
insensibie. 

All of the other passengers had fied from 
the car when the shooting begun. The rob- 
ber pulled the bell cor and asthe train 
slackened up jumped off near California 
Junction. For the time all was confusion and 
the robber improved his time to enter the 
woods and escape pursuit, Mr. Pollock was 
a member of the Jewelers’ Protective Union 
an association formed for the protection of 
jewelry salesmen on the road against the 
depredations of thieves. The union engaged 
the services of Pinkerton’s Natiohal Detect- 
ive Agency. 

Trace was found of the robber after he had 
left the train at a farm house. He was then 
going west. He had attempted to steal a 
valuable stallion during the night, and the 
farmer shot at him. The diamond scales and 
other property belonging to Pollock were 
found where the robber had left them on the 
road, but none of the diamonds were recoy- 
ered. The robber was traced on foot tothe 
vicinity of Council Bluffs, Io., where all 
further trace was lost. 

Meantime James Burke, an ex-convict who 
had been under suspicion for some time, 
made his appearance in Colorado. He disap- 

ared mysteriously from Denver, although 
he had been there, and after a diligent 
search it was found that he was in jail at 
Leadville, Colo,, where he was charged with 
having a stick of dynamite and some burglar 
tools in his possession, 

Identifying witnesses arrived in Leadville 
Monday, July 81,. and they identified the 
prisoner positively as the man who had as- 
saulted and robbed Mr. Pollock. An operative 
was at once sent to Logan, Io., to hurry u 
the requisition papers. The LA were o 
tained and sent forward to Colorado Thurs- 
day evening, Aug. 8. Sherciiff is Dut little 
known to police authorities in the East. as he 
has confined his depredations almost entirely 
to the West. Some years ago 

snatched a trey’ of diamonds 
from a jewelry re in Kansas 
City and ran away with them in broad day- 
light and escaped. Later on he smasheda 
pane of glass in a pawn shop in Denver, 
Volo., and escaped with a tray of jewelry. 
Still later on he robbed a jewelry store in St.

Mr. Peffer’s Resolution as to the Violation 

‘et Law by National Banks in Declining 

to Pay Checks in Currency Provokes a 
Lively Debate—Congress. 


WasuinoTon, Aug. 23.—Among the bills m - 
troduced in the Senate this morning Was one 
by Mr. Pasco (Dem.) of Florida as a sub- 
stitute for the minority bill of the Finance 


Committee (proposing silver coinage at 20 
to 1. The substitute proposes a 
commission of three citizens of the 
United States to ascertain and report before 
Jan. 1, 1894, the intrinsic relative value of 
gold and silver, and thaton that report the 
Secretary ofthe Treasury shall ux and de- 
termine the ratio. 

A resolution offered yesterday by Mr. Peffer, 
(Populist)of Kansas,as tothe violation of law 
by National banks in declining to pay de- 
positors checks in currency was taken up and a 
motion to refer it to the Committee on Finance 
made by Mr. Hoar (Rep.) of Massachusetts 
gave rise to a long and somewhat excited 
discussion, in which Senators Voorhees 
(Dem.) of Indiana, Gorman(Dem.) of Mary- 
land and McPherson (Dem.) of New Jersey 
favored the reference. Senators Manderson 
(Rep.) of Nebraska, Kyle (P.) of South Da- 
kota and Hill (Dem.) of New York opposed it 
and insisted on the adoption of the resolu- 


tion. 

Mr. Gorman pointed out that the adoption 
of the resolution would be a notice to the 
Comptroller of the Currency, who would 
immediately proceed to enforce and thereby 
necessitate the closing of the banks and 
cause the utter ruin of the country. 

He thought it well to wait a week or ten 
days before ‘‘breaking into that question too 
much. He had once heard Gen. Grant say 
that the worst subordinate whom a military 
officer could have was the one who always 
obeyed orders. 

Mr. Voorhees (Dem.) of Indiana, Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, favored the refer- 
ence of the resolution and promised that it 
would not be durled in the committee. 

Mr. Kyle (Pop.) of South Dakota argued 
against the reference, which, he said, would 
only mean the burying of the resolution. 
In the course of his remarks he spoke 
of the Secretary of the Treasury 
sending information ‘‘gratuitously’’ to Sen- 
ators (referring to Mr. Uarlisle’s letter as to 
the cost of achange of the silver coinage). 
This question was taken up dy Mr* White 
(Dem.) of Louisiana, who asked Mr. Kyle 
whether he knew that the Secretary had not 
been addressed in writing on the subject. 

Mr. Kyle had no knowledge on the subject. 
Mr. Vest, however, quoted from the latter to 
show that it was written after 
a conversation with Mr. Voorhees. 
The Senator explained that as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee he had 
called upon the Secretary of the Treasury to 
ask him as to the feasibility of silver coinage 
atthe ratio ot 20 to 1; and (after conversa- 
tion) he had requested himto put his objec- 
tions in writing. 

Mr. Hill lavored the immediate passage of 
the resolution and said that this was not a 
question of patriotism, but of business, and 
ifthe banks were violating the law the people 
had a right to know it. He saidhe was 
as zealous in seeking the legislation 
necessary toavert calamity as the Senator 
from Maryland, but he did not see what 
harm could come from the passage of a reso- 
lution —— for information to which they 
were entitied in order that they might legis- 
late intelligently. 

Mr. Mitchellof Oregon criticised the reso- 
lution as requesting legal opinion rather 
than facts, whereupon Ar. Hill offered a 
substitute for Mr. Peffer’s resolution in 
which he modified the resolution. 

Mr. Butler of South Carolina favored its 
passage, and Mr. Cullom of Illinois favored a 
further modification of its terms, when he 
would vote for it. Mr. Allison opposed the 
the resolution, and said the better way to 
meet the clearing-house certificate question 
was to its face, and not by a roundabout 
course suggested in the resolution.

adjured members to disregard partisan feel- 
ing in dealing with the subject, 

Mr. Dalisell (Rep.) of Pennsylvania con- 
tended for the repeal ofthe purchase act, 
and ascribed the difficulties of the present 
situation to Democratic hostility to the 
tariff. 

Mr. Covert (Dem.), New. York, pleaded for 
unconditional repeal, and, comparing silver 
to a faithful servant fallen into bad hands, 
beld that nothing would suffice to restore it 
but the gold cure. 

Mr. Fitch (Dem.)of New York followed in 
the same line. 

Mr. Hatch (Dem.) of Missouri, in speaking 
in favor of free coinage, advocated a caucus 
of the Democrats of the House and Senate to 
interpret the Chicago platform, every man 
of whom would pledge ‘‘his life, fortune and 
his sacred honor’’ to abide by the decision. 


Mr. Cummings of New York in a terse,

CONGRESSIONAL GOSSIP. 


Rights of Governors to Fill Vacancies in 
the Senate—Gleanizgs. 


Wasurnoror, D.C. Aug. 23.—The important 
question of the right of the Governor ofa 
State to appoint a man to fll a vacancy in 

the Senate resulting from the expiration ofa 
regular term may be decided in the Senate 
to-day on a yea and nay vote. That decision 
is to govern the admission of three Senators 
from the States of Montana, Washington and 
Wyoming, and is to establisha precedent 
for the future.

Louis, Isaac H. Sturgeon, Comptroller of the 
City of St. Louts. The petition says there is 
a movement on the part of property-owners 
to reconstruct Jefferson avenue near Adams 
street in front of property held in trust by 
the plaintiffs under Jane Verdin’s 
will, A petition was gotten up to have 
the avenue reconstructed with asphalt 
but plaintiffs allege that it did not receive 
the :signatures of a majority of the property 
owners in that district, and they insinuate 
that the feelingin favor of asphalt was 
drummed up and stimulated by parties doing 
that kind of paving.

The repeal of 
the Sherman bill will not, therefore, be a 
victory for the single gold standard men, 
but rather a clearing of the field in which 
to make the fight for an honest dollar— 
that is for a dollar which will not enable a 
creditor to rob the debtor, nor yet one 
which will help the debtor to rob the cred- 
itor. The great producing class of every 
section is determined that neither single 
standard gold men nor single standard 
silver men shall be permitted to commit a 
4. 
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SAFE BIMETALLISM. 

Ii the gold monometallists succeed in 
demonetizing silver and contracting the 
currency to a narrow gold basis no gift of 
prophecy is needed to foretell the conse- 
quences—the confiscation of the property 
of debtors and the absorption of the earn- 
ings of the toilers by the creditor and 
moneyed class. 

It would mean ruin at first to the debt- 
ors and producers, but in all probability it 
would mean ruin at last to the men for 
whose profit it would be intended. No 
class of men can derive permanent benefits 
from injustice and governmental wrong in 
a free country. If general bankruptcy did 
not defeat their purposes political retali- 
ation would bring upon them a worse fate. 

On the other hand, ifthe silver extrem- 
ists succeed in forcing the adoption of a 
ratio overvaluing silver the result would 
be the practical demonetization of gold and 
the same disastrous currency disorders 
would follow. The result would be the 
confiscation of the property of creditors 
and the artificial disturbance of prices and 
wages. 

It is this injustice on one or the other 
side which Congress must avoid. It must 
stick to the principle of justice to all, and 
steer the most direct course that is open 
towards honest bimetallism. The whole 
question of coinage legislation hinges on 
the ratio of the metals which cannot be 
adjusted upon a safe basis until the silver 
purchase law is repealed. 

The first duty of Congress is to repeal the 
Sherman law, which is a trick in the in- 
terest of gold monometallism and unjust 
protection. Then give us bimetallic free 
coinage on a safe and honest basis. This 
cannot be done by guess work. It can only 
be done by carefulinquiry. The interests 
at stake are too vast to risk another 
blunder.

In a hysterical editorial the Indianapo- 
lis Journal,ex-President Harrison’s organ, 
rages against the Russian mob which cre- 
ated a disturbance in New York the other 
day. These people ‘‘came hither,’’ says 
the Journal, ‘‘because it was not safe for 
them as plotters against the Russian Gov- 
ernment to stay at home.’’ According to 
this authority, the Russians who come to 
America are the refuse of the earth, utterly 
unfitfor free government, because ‘‘by 
instinct they hate authority.’’ ‘‘Their 
leaders demand the same wages that Amer- 
loan laborers have. They are just as 
likely to demand that the Government 
furnish them employment and bread.’’ 

Well, ‘as they have been tempted to this 
country by offers of more and better op- 
portunities than can be found anywhere 
else, why shouldn’t they demand American 


LOOSEN THE STRINGS. 

The prudence of St. Louis bankers has 
been proved by the strength of the St. 
Louis banks in the money stringency. 
They have shown that conservatism is 4 
good thing, but even in so excellent a 
virtue it is possible to have too much of a 
good thing. Of course it is better to err 
on the safe than on the dangerous side, 
but the bankers of this city ought now to 
consider whether in their anxiety to keep 
well within the line of safety they are not 
unnecessarily hampering business. 

The grain trade of St. Louis is of vast 
importance to her interests. Failure now 
to meet the demands of the trade may 
damage it not only this year, but for years 
tocome. Chicago has suffered more from 
the stringency than St. Louis, yet with 
15,000,000 more bushels of wheat to carry 
than St. Louis the Chicago trade is en- 
abled tocarry it through the banks at 
less carrying difference than exists in St. 
Louis. The carrying difference in Chicago 
between September and December options 
is 7%, while in this city it is 8%. This 
illustration is merely used to show how 
excessively close the local banks are, al- 
though their cash reserves are far in excess 
of the legal limit and they are in excellent 
condition. 

To hamper all branches of trade at this 
time is to inflict serious damage upon the 
markets and the commercial interests of 
St. Louis. It is to the highest interests of 
the banks themselves to stand by St. Louis 
business and the bankers should consider 
whether it would not be the part of wisdom 
to relax excessive caution and loosen the 
strings for legitimate business. Con- 
fidence and prosperity would be advanced 
by this course.

Brooks Adams on the Consequences of the 
Demonetization of Silver. 
From the Bosten Globe. . 

The gravity of the silver crisis lies in the 
fact that the question of demonetization 
must soon pass from the phase ofa financial 
problem into a burning social issue, which if 
it cannot be adjusted, must apparently pro- 
cipitate some catastrophe.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Private Secretary 
Thurber when asked this morning regarding 
the report that the President was suffering 
from Bright’s disease, unhesitatingly stated 
that there was absolutely no truth in the re- 
pdt, and when asked as to his general 
health, stated that there was nothing 


organic the matter with the President. When 
he left Washington it was under the advice of 
those who take a great personal interest in 
his welfare, amply because he wanted the 
recuperation which his arduous duties for 
the past six months had made necessary, 
and to nt him to again assume the exacting 
cares of his official position. Mr. Thurber 
added thatthe rest the President needs is 
simply what any man, no matter how vigor- 
ous, when taxed must have. Mr. Thurber 
received a letter from the President in which 
he stated he was rapidly regaining strength 
and vigor. 

Assistant Secretary Hamlin, who has just 
returned from Gray Gables bringing with 
him a number of official appointments for in- 
ternal revenue collectors in .Kentucky and 
Virginia, states that the President seemed to 
be in the best of health and pronounces as 
absurd the stories to the contrary. 

Secretary Lamont, who has been quite re- 
cently in the President's society, said: 
These stories are absolutely baseless. The 
President is as sound as any one, but like 
everybody else he needs rest occasionally. 
His physicians have said that he has no 
organic troubles of any Kind.“

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RACING CZARS DIVIDED AMONG THEN- 
SELVES BY MONMOUTH £QUABBLES. 


— | 


Messrs. P. J. Dwyer ani A. F. Walcott 
Refuse Point Plank to Attend Meet- 
ings of the Poard—History cf a Noted 
Racing Institution—Track and Stable 
Gossip—Genera! Sporting News. 


New YorK, Aug. 2%.—The Board of Con- 
trol, which has managed the four great 
Eastern race tracks—Monmouth Park, Morris 
Park, Coney Island and Brooklyn—for the 
past three seasons, bas in all probability 


had its last meeting. 
While there has been no official dissolution 


of the board, the relations existing between 
the different members are at present so 
strained that they will probably not wait for 
official notices of the disorganization to 


leave it. 

For several days past there have been dally 
attempts to get the members of the board 
together at Monmouth Park, but several of 
the members who were present at the track 
have persistently declined to attend. 

Another attempt was made yesterday, and 
P. J. Dwyer, who went to Saratoga, is re- 
ported to have sent a telegram that he would 
not come. A. F. Walcott, who was at the 
track, was also reported to have refused to 
go to the meeting. 

It was reported in racing circles last night 
that Mr. Morris asked that a resolution of 
expulsion be prepared against Messrs. Dwyer 
and Walcott, and that Mr. Walcott when he 
heard of it told the board in very forcible 
terms that it could do what it pleased. 

The disorganization of the board is due to 
the bitter feeling which has grown up over 
the present Monmouth meeting. Messrs. 
Dwyer, Walcott and Morris are now all stock- 
holders in Monmouth Park and there has 
been a clashing of interests ever since the 
meeting began. 

Philip Dwyer, before he went to Saratoga, 
made no secret of his disapproval of some of 
his associates, and was known that the 
Brooklyn track would probably withdraw 
from the board next season. 

The news of the bickerings at Monmouth 
Park was kept so quiet that it did not become 


known until last night. 

The downfall of the Autocratic Board of 
Control will not be received with much re- 
gret in turf circles throughout the country. 
The Czar-like methodsit has indulged in at 
recent years, endeavoring to choke off oppo- 
sition from the smaller \ew Jersey tracks 
and the manner in which the Dig gunsof the 
board have been cinching the races on their 
own tracks for their own horses has disgust- 
ed the sport-loving public of the East. This 
coy Bw enabled the betting members of 
the ard to bieed the bookmakers who put 
up $100 dally to do business on their tracks, 
but the resuit has been disastrous. 
It has deen going on 82 — 
ever since men like Mike wyer, 
the biggest race track gaubler in America, 
John A. Morris,the Louisiana Lottery King, 
A. F. Walcott, ‘‘smooth’’ Johnny Campbell’s 
partner, have secured control of the board, 
succeeding turfmen like the late Db. D. 
Withers and Larry Jerome and A. J. Cassatt. 
The contrast between the methods of the 
organization since Dwyer, Morris and 
Waicott replaced Withers, Jerome and Cas- 
satt at its council tadles, is well known to 
the public. The manner in which the board 
has countenancea the most glaring and 
notorious in and out racing of horses, per- 
forming in tke cOlors of its own members, 
has not only caused universally un- 
favorable comment, but has resulted 
in a tremendous falling or in the 
attendance at all the tracks operated by the 
board. The Brooklyn Club’s spring meeting 
was the most prosperous of them all this 
season, and eccordingto reliable reports, it 
was not as successful financially as last year. 
The Morris Park, Coney Island and Mon- 
mouth Park meetings have all been ‘‘frosts,’’ 
especially at the latter. The control mag- 
nates claim that the stringency in the money 
market has been the cause, and as they are 
not in the business to encourage the sport, 
they lower the purses just $400, so the yearly 
dividends will nut be decreased. 

The fight the board made on Guttenberg a 
few years ago showed the public how greedy 
its members were. They wanted to grab 
everything in sight, and under > 5 — — 
of puritying the sport they resoluted against 
owners, trainers and jockeys who raced in 
the winter months. This was a clear case of 
interfering with one’s personul liberty by de- 
nying him the right to earn his bread and 
butter. The generous-hearted American 
public would not support the course. It only 
served to advertise Guttenberg and made 
fortunes for the track’s owners. The con- 
trol magnates saw their mistake when it was 
too late, and Morris Park and Coney Island 
suffered from the opposition of the Gutten- 
berg track this summer. On the whole the 
board’s remarkable edicts of recent years 
have bad much to do with the 
decrease in the interest taken in the 
sport, by the public. The average American 
is fair-minded and does not desire an organi- 
zation of this kind, playing favorites. He 
expects the rich and poor owner to be treated 
alike, and the fact that Mike Dwyer’s 
brother or Johnnie .Campbdell’s partner isa 
member of the board should not enter in 
consideration when they are under suspicion. 
It did, however, as every one knows and 
made a big difference. The press 
of New York took the matter 
up this summer and ventilated the 
methods of the Dwyer-Morris- Walcott 
Junta. The public lost confidence in the 
management of the track, financial reverses 
followed, the members of the board tried to 
shove the blame on one another, and as the 
proverb says, 4 house divided against 
itself must fall.
